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THE PUBLIC STILL PAYS 
Thinking citizens of Rushville 
are asking 
pertinent questions on the report submitted by 
County Surveyor Cameron on the portion of 
the new Morgan street pavement, south of Elev­ 
enth street and the 
short stretch of 
Seventh 
street. 
The county engineer alleged before the 
board of commissioners th at the street was 253 
barrels of cem ent short. 
If this is true, why was th e contractor al­ 
lowed to continue paving block after block with 
such a glaring discrepancy? 
The county en-^ 
gineer 
was in charge. 
Arvel R. Herkless, 
the* 
much debated deputy engineer, supervised this 
portion of the highway under the direction of 
the county surveyor. 
Other assistants to Sur­ 
veyor Cameron were also on the job. 
*If too little cement was being used in Mor­ 
gan street, why was the work not stopped im­ 
mediately by Mr. Herkless or Mr. Cameron? Why 
was the 
contractor allowed to 
complete the 
street and no m ention made of such shortage 
until the county board of commissioners forced 
the county surveyor to 
make a report on the 
completed portions of the entire contract? 
Mr. Herkless was not taken from the work un­ 
til the contractor moved to Harrison street. Mr. 
Cameron has 
made no report on the 
Frazee 
road. 
Just w hat the nature of th at report will 
be is hard to conjecture. 
The big question in the mind of the public, 
who is the 
only one suffering, is why the sur­ 
veyor should take such a stand th at he and his 
m en supervised the paving of Morgan street — 
but the street is many barrels short in cement. 
Why w asn’t the work stopped? 
Why was the 
contractor allowed to complete the street if the 
surveyor’s report is true? 
Mr. Herkless did not 
hesitate to 
stop the 
mix er or the men at work if some half inch of 
the road bed was off. 
He did not hesitate 
to 
make the contractor take the steel from the road 
bed and 
stop 
pouring 
cement 
at the Penn­ 
sylvania crossing in Seventh street when the re­ 
quired depth was not there for the slab. 
Why, 
then, should Mr. Herkless or Mr. Cameron allow 
the entire street to be paved with concrete th at 
was short in cement content? 
Then 
why is it th at after the 
tax payers 
have been forced to ex pend a vast am ount of 
money on assistants, deputies and others, whose 
duty it was to see to it th at the work was done 
right, th a t it is necessary now to employ an 
Ohio firm to come here at a great ex pense, bore 
holes in the street and test the concrete for 
crushing strength. 
If those assistants and oth­ 
ers so employed had been on the job, this ad­ 
ditional ex pense would not be necessary. 
When Eleventh street was paved a few years 
ago, the ex penses 
incidental to the attorneys, 
engineering and other such fees were very slight. 
In fact, one 
m onth’s claims now for the 
en­ 
gineer’s 
office alone am ounts to more 
money 
th an the entire am ount ex pended for the same 
purpose on Eleventh street, and this 
ex pense 
has been running on for months, with prospects 
of it continuing for a time. 
People register a kick about high tax es, and 
how much a county hospital will cost, bu£ after 
all, the hospital would be left far in the shade 
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as compared to the ex cessive costs which have 
resulted 
from 
paving 
the three stretches 
in 
Rushville city. 
And Rushville citizens continue to use alleys 
for highways.

MORE TREES ARE NEEDED 
Sawmills are not nearby for most com m uni­ 
ties any more. 
They disappeared as the supply 
of trees on which they relied was ex hausted. In 
a steadily increasing degree the greater part of 
the population of the United States has to bring 
the lumber it requires from afar. 
As recently 
as ten years ago the average rail haul was 450 
miles. 
The forest service of the departm ent of 
agriculture announces th a t it is now 725 miles. 
Nothing could show more plainly the dim inish­ 
ing areas of trees suitable for lumber and their 
greater remoteness from communities in which 
lumber is used 
Yet in 
every state there are 
considerable 
areas, now denuded of tim ber and of little value 
for any other 
purpose, 
th a t 
could be — and 
ought to be—reforested. 
In the nation as 
a 
whole the total of such land am ounts to 80,000,- 
000 acres. 
The figures on the long haul now necessary 
to get lumber to points of consumption ought to 
hasten reforestation. 
Of course, this fact adds 
enormously 
to the cost of building 
mateiiui. 
While the situation can not be corrected rapidly, 
since trees require a long period of 
growth, a 
sense of obligation to 
oncoming 
generations 
tends to prom pt and promote reforestation.

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U. S. WAGES INCREASE 
Wages in the United States have increased 
50 per cent over living ex penses since 19 13, the 
United States D epartm ent of Labor statistics has 
reported. 
Wages in 19 20, on an hour basis, were 134 per 
cent higher th an in 19 13, the report stated. This 
was the peak, and in 19 21 and ’22 wages dropped 
until they were a little more th an twice as high 
as in 19 13. 
The cost of living in 19 20 was 109 per cent 
higher th an in 19 13, but because of the higher 
wages the worker was still 12:2 per cent better off 
in his living than in 19 13. Cost of living drop­ 
ped in 19 21 and ’22 and rose comparatively little 
up to 19 26. In 19 26 cost of living was only 75 per 
cent higher th an in 19 13. Thus in 19 26, for his 
hour of work the laborer could buy 30.7 per cent 
more th an he could in the pre-w ar days.

American War. 
In 19 17, having acquired wealth, 
prestige and political honors in his 
city and state, he sneaked away 
from Detroit and modestly enlist­ 
ed as a mere private in the ma­ 
rines for World War service. 
When the war ended he held the 
rank of major. 
President Harding 
made him secretary of the navy. 
In March, 19 24, Denhy gave his 
resignation to President Coolidge. 
Popular and political indignation 
had demanded it because of his 
connection with the Fall-Doheny 
oil scandals.

INCE then, for national purposes. 
Denby has been in obscurity. 
Now and then he came into the 
limelight again, briefly, as he trav­ 
eled here and there to testify tn 
various naval oil reserve cases, but 
frr.;* men have appeared to drop so 
quickly and completely out of pub­ 
lic life. 
It’s a natural question: 
What 
ever became of Denby? 
Those who know Denby say that 
as a citizen of Detroit he is far 
from obscure, that he has a host

Following a 
brief outline 
of the 
pro­ 
visions of the hospital law, we will 
now 
take up the question of cost. 
The petition 
asks for $150,000 for the building alone. No 
site is nam ed and th a t m atter is left 
for 
the hospital trustees to select. If they fail 
to agree with the owner of the 
selected 
site, they 
report 
to the 
Commissioners, 
who then proceed to condemn. 
The cost 
)f m aintenance is problematical, but a con­ 
servative estim ate is placed at $12,000 to 
$15,000 per year. 
This for twenty years 
will cost $240,000 to $300,000. 
A Detention 
D epartm ent 
MUST be es­ 
tablished in connection, for the 
detention 
of persons whose insanity is being officially 
inquired into. 
This, with equipm ent and 
furniture, will 
cost 
$10,000. 
A nurse’s 
training school 
and home, if established, 
will cost at least $15,000. 
A tuberculosis 
departm ent will cost another $15,000. 
A 
veterinary laboratory will call for $10,000, 
or a total of $200,000 for 
buildings alone. 
The cpst of m aintenance will be startling, 
not to talk of the interest on our bonded 
indebtedness. 
Under the law of 19 17, the vote on the 
hospital question could be taken at any 
regular election, but as am ended in 19 27, it 
calls for a special election, with two on the 
election board in each precinct, insuring 
a graft proof “honest-to-G od” election. 
The tax is limited to two mills on 
the 
dollar for hospital building, but the law is 
strangely silent as to other buildings. This 
sounds small, but on our present valuation 
would 
yield $1,864,000 in twenty 
ye&rs. 
They tell us th a t the cost of a hospital will 
only be 23 cents on the 
thousand, when 
any school boy will tell you th a t $150,000 is 
nearly 33 per cent per thousand of our 
assessment. 
Be the per cent w hat it will, 
the total of buildings alone which a benev­ 
olent board of hospital trustees could build, 
would be in ex cess of two hundred thous­ 
and dollars, and no maybe about it, as they 
wear neither bridles nor halters by restric­ 
tion of 
law. To this m ust be added the 
cost of 
the equipm ent and 
furnishing, 
which 
at a very 
conservative 
estim ate 
would add another $100,000. 
We are assessed at $46,600,315 and the 
townships . (ex cept W ashington) 
have 
a 
bonded 
indebtedness 
of 
$420,242. 
The 
books at the Recorder’s office show th at 
luring 19 27 there were filed and 
recorded 
1227 mortgages and liens against real es- 
.ate in the county last year am ounting to 
£ 2,131,834, and th at during th at period there 
;vere 1074 mortgages paid off am ounting to 
$1,138,479 on old mortgages. 
Hundreds of 
farm s and homes are now mortgaged past 
redemption, and 
widows in Rushville are 
washing, to prevent foreclosure and evic­ 
tion. 
The Accident Insurance Companies owe 
the hospital 
promoters a “donation” 
for 
getting out such 
most suggestive 
cards. 
But for those, who are about to lose their 
home and their savings of a lifetime, to be 
turned 
out on the cold 
charity of the 
world, they ex press no sympathy, no “hu- 
m anitarianism ,” nor Good Sam aritan pity, 
only to say, “We are going to build (?) A 
FREE 
HOSPITAL 
for 
you.” 
Cheerful 
greeting! 
“The tax is so small, just a 
couple of sandwiches and a cup of coffee/’ 
says Mr. Trabue, but it m ight just as well 
be a million, if lacking. 
A wonderful wave of love ana pity, has 
all of a sudden come to the promoters of the 
hospital and 
their “borrowed” satélites, 
who like the “Priest and Levite” passed by 
on the other side and left the victim of 


robbers to be

The camouflage is too transparent, the 
veneer too 
brilliant, the “sob 
stuff” too 
pungent, the sophistry and hypocricy too 
apparent, to lead a thinking m an astray. 
“Over the hills to the poor house” would be 
a more fitting tune to sing when so many 
are now burdened with debt. Personal in­ 
debtedness is enormous, contracted when 
war prices and war wages prevailed.

set in, it found too m any not prepared to 
meet it. 
We were too “progressive,” and 
although Rushville has “sponged” on Rush­ 
ville township to pave her streets, the tax 
rates in the city are scandalous, and that, 
too, when we have a w ater and light plant, 
th a t should be 
earning a neat 
surplus, 
Three hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars will pass through the city treasur­ 
er’s hands during 19 28, and yet there are 
those who wish to increase the amount. 
No honest 
m an can 
read the 
present 
county hospital law w ithout « a shudder, as 
he reflects 
w hat graft, 
corruption, and 
cussedness is 
possible under its 
loosely 
drawn provisions, all the worse, because of 
the 
am endm ents of 19 27, which 
strikes 
down the safeguards of our voting law, and 
puts in the hands of two persons in each 
precinct, the suffrage of the people. 
It is 
no answer to say it will be honestly done— 
it should never have been made possible. 
The votes shall be canvassed the Thurs­ 
day following the election and a certificate 
signed by the inspector be filed with the 
auditor and by him subm itted to the Com­ 
missioners, and if they find a m ajority of 
the votes cast are in favor of a hospital, 
they shall enter an order establishing it. 
Canvassed by whom? 
The duties of the 
Election Commissioners as set out in the 
law, do not make canvassing the votes one 
of those duties. 
T hat an election law, 
which deprives either party to the con­ 
troversy, of representation on the election 
board, is illegal, seems a most logical con­ 
clusion and needs little argum ent to sus­ 
tain it. 
T hat those handling public funds should 
be bonded seems equally true and m ust not 
be left to the caprice or whim of any Board 
of Commissioners, as this law does. 
Reverting to the certificate of the elec­ 
tion, WHICH of the thirty-one onspectors 
in Rush county m ust sign the certificate? 
It reads 
plainly “Inspector” in the 
19 27 
kcts and “Inspectors” in the 19 17 Acts. 
No 
sheriffs, no poll book 
holders, no 
watchers, just a “Star Cham ber” proced- 
ings in which the party in control of ap­ 
pointm ents can control the decision. 
Is 
th a t to be the law of Indiana? 
From first 
to last, there is no provision made in the 
law for the purchase of furniture, medicine 
or equipm ents of any kind or character, 
ex cept by implication, for the tuberculosis 
and 
detention 
departm ent. 
However, a 
little omission like th a t will not be insur­ 
mountable, by a board of trustees clothed 
with autocratic powers. 
The farm ing 
community and 
working 
classes will hardly see “progressiveness” tn 
increased tax es, which will fasten a con­ 
tinuing burden on them w ithout hope of 
abatem ent or surcease of burden. Farm ers 
are crying for relief from a burden, they 
claim is 
unequal 
and 
ex cessive, and it 
seems 
strange, th a t a 
president, a past 
president and a prom inent member should 
be parties to a plan to increase “tax ation 
without representation.”

TO RELOCATE'SCHOOL 


NEARER THE CENTER 


Factional Fight 
Results and 


Moscow May Lose Its Com-

A contract for a new $85,000 


school 
building for 
Orange 


township will be let some time 
the first week of October, it was 
learned today. The location of 
the new building will be chang- 
ed from that of the old one at 
Moscow which has been con- 
demned by the state board of 
health and other state agencies. 


A lease has been taken on five 


acres of land about three quar- 
ters of a mile west of the road 
that turns south to Moscow from 
the Shelbyville road." The loca- 
tion is on a hill affording an 
ideal site and a 
survey of 


neighboring farm homes shows 
that there will not be any short- 
age of good water such as in- 
convenienced the Moscow school. 


The new location places the 


building more in the center of 
the 
township. 
The 
Moscow 


school was opened several days 
ago without the consent of the 
State Board of Health but Mr. 
Farthing assured 
the school 


children that when the new 
building was started a tempor- 
ary commission would be grant- 
ed the school to carry it through 
this year. 


The only bar to building the 


new school building has pre- 
sented itself in a factional fight 
over the location. The northern 
half of the township is strongly 
in favor of making the school 
more central while the south- 
ern half is bent on keeping it at 
Moscow. 
Mr. Farthing, county superin- 


tendent, in a talk to the eight 
members of the senior class as- 
sured them that if injunction 
steps are taken to'stop the erec- 
tion of the new building, that 
transfers would be given to a 
commissioned high school. If the j 
move to build a new building is 
blocked, Orange township stands 
a'certain chance of losing its 
high school entirely the next 
year. 


The old building was con- 


demned during the summer by 
the state board of health on 
grounds of sanitation. Two of 
the three wells have been tested 
and the water found unsatisfac- 
tory. The school has had trouble 
with its water supply for a long- 
time and despite the fact that 
some of the wells are eighty 
feet deep, they go dry and at 
present water is being carried to 
the school. 


The plans for the new build- 


ing are now being drawn by 
Car; Hinkle of Connersville. The 
plan is for a brick building that 
will answer the needs of that 
township for ye.ars to come. Six 
rooms will be devoted to grade 
children, five recitation rooms 
for the high school, one large 
room for a study hall, an audi- 
torium and a gymnasium. 


The contract will be let the 


first part of .October and funds 
for building the new school will 
be raised through 
a holding 


company under the new statute 
of 1927. The holding company, 
consisting of private citizens in 
•the township will 
build the 


building through the assistance 
of the Meyer-Kiser Bank of In- 
dianapolis. The 
building will 


then be leased to the township

ference of leading powers 
on 


evacuation of the Rhineland will 
be resumed Thursday with in- 
dications that the entire matter 
would be examined from a tech- 
nical, geographical and juridicia^ 
standpoint. 
Aristide Briand, the French 


foreign minister, has delayed his 
departure for Paris so that he 
may attend. 
The international 
situation, 


which had 
become 
delicate 


through Briand's recent blunt 
answer to Chancellor Mueller on 
disarmament, 
appeared 
im- 


proved today. Authoritative re- 
ports said that . in yesterday's 
discussion, Mueller presented no 
concrete proposal for evacuation. 


Although Japan was invited to 


participate, this was said to be 
merely a gesture of good will. 


Chancellor Mueller las_t night 


gave a statement to newspaper- 
men replying to some of the 
terms of Briand's recent speech, 
and indicated that Franco-Ger^ 
man relations still were unruff- 
led and that the evacuation ne- 
gotiations were proceeding satis- 
factorily. 
"I raised the question of dis- 


armament in the assembly sole- 
ly for the purpose of helping 
the league to a solution of the 
problem," he said. '^The criticism 
was moderate and intended to 
be constructive. 


"We have great industry, but 


we are not permitted to have 
aviation, and tanks which are 
the basis for future war. Simi- 
larly a future war will be one of 
quick aggression and will not 
permit transformation of peace 
industry to a war basis. 
-I think it likewise is impos- 


sible to reproach us for rebuild- 
ing the merchant marine, which 
is an essential element hi the 
world's commercial development. 
We have the fullest intention to 
continue collaboration with the 
league's commissions for solving 
the problem of disarmament. 


We had the first conference 


today relative to evacuation. It 
was only a preliminary contact 
but will be continued Thursday. 
The German viewpoint on the 
question already is well known. 


"I agree with Briand that we 


must have the confidence of the 
league. It is our only hope of 
preventing future catastrophes, 
but 
the 
confidence > 
must 


be based on accomplishments 
and not words. That is why we 
criticized the league's disarma- 
ment methods. 
"The criticism was not for 


propaganda. We already have 
accepted the principle of disar- 
mament by gradual stages. Our 
own disarmament virtually is 
complete. 


'•Naturally we have an im- 


mense population, which rapidly 
is increasing. We can not pre- 
vent that nor likewise the wish 
that if limited troops are allow- 
ed us, they constitute the frame- 
work for officers for the army. 


"The same tendency exists in 


all countries where military ser- 
vice is being reduced."

THE PUBLIC STILL PAYS 


•Thinking citizens of Rushville are asking 


pertinent questions on the report submitted by 
County Surveyor Cameron on the portion of 
tha new Morgan street pavement, south of Elev- 
enth street and the short stretch of Seventh 


;• street. The county engineer alleged before the 


board of commissioners that the street was 253 
barrels of cement short. 


-If this is true, why was -the contractor al- 


low£d to continue paving block after block with 
such a glaring discrepancy? The county en- 
gineer was in charge. Arvel R. Herkless, the* 
much debated deputy engineer, supervised this 
poriion of the highway under the direction of 
the' county surveyor. Other assistants to Sur- 
veyor Cameron were also on the job. 


•If too little cement was being used in Mor- 


gan" street, why was the work not stopped im- 
mediately by Mr. Herkless or Mr. Cameron? Why 
was the 
contractor allowed to complete the 


street and no mention made of such shortage 
until the county board of commissioners forced 
the'county surveyor to make a report on the 
completed portions of the entire contract? 


Mr. Herkless was not taken from the work un- 


til the contractor moved to Harrison street. Mr. 
Camerpn has made no report on the Frazee 
road. Just what the nature of that report will 
be is hard to conjecture. 


"The big question in the mind of the public, 


who is the only one suffering, is why the sur- 
veyor should take such a stand that he and his 
men supervised the paving of Morgan street — 
but the street is many barrels short in cement. 
Why wasn't the work stopped? Why was the 
contractor allowed to complete the street if the 
surveyor's report is true? 


Mr. Herkless did not hesitate to stop the 


mixer or the men at work if some half inch of 
the road bed was off. He did not hesitate 
to 


make the contractor take the steel from the road 
bed and stop pouring cement at the Penn- 
sylvania crossing in Seventh street when the re- 
quired depth was not there for the slab. Why, 
then, should Mr. Herkless or Mr. Cameron allow 
the entire street to be paved with concrete that 
was short in cement content? 


Then why is it that after the taxpayers 


have been forced to expend a vast amount of 
. money, on assistants, deputies and others, whose 


duty it was to see to it that the work was done 
right, that it is necessary now to employ an 
Ohi& firm to come here at a great expense, bore 
holes in the street and test the concrete for 
crusliing strength. If those assistants and oth- 
ers so employed had been "on the job, this ad- 
ditional expense would not be necessary;' 


When Eleventh street was paved a few years

MORE TREES ARE NEEDED 


Sawmills are not nearby for most communi- 


ties any more. They disappeared as the supply 
of trees on which they relied was exhausted. In 
a steadily increasing degree the greater part of 
the population of the United States has to bring 
the lumber it requires from afar. 
As recently 


as ten years ago the average rail haul was 460 
miles. The forest service of the department of 
agriculture announces that it is now 725 miles. 
Nothing could show more plainly the diminish- 
ing areas of trees suitable for lumber and their t 
greater remoteness from communities in which: 
lumber is used 


Yet in every state there are considerable 


areas, now denuded of timber and of little value 
for any other , purpose, that could be — and 
ought to be—reforested. 
In the nation as a 


whole the total of such land amounts to 80,000,- 
000 acres. 


The figures on the long haul now necessary 


to get lumber to points of consumption ought to 
hasten reforestation. Of course, this fact adds 
enormously to the cost of building material. 
While the situation can not be corrected rapidly, 
since trees require a long period of growth, a 
sense of obligation to 
oncoming 
generations 


tends to prompt and promote reforestation.

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U. S. WAGES INCREASE 


Wages in the United States have increased 


50 per cent over living expenses since 1913, the j 
United States Department of Labor statistics has 1 
reported. 


Wages in 1920, on an hour basis, were 134 per 


cent higher than in 1913, the report stated. This 
was the peak, and in 1921 and '22 wages dropped 
until they were a little more than twice as high 
as in 1913. 
' 


The cost of living in 1920 was 109 per cent 


higher than in 1913, but because of the higher 
wages the worker was still 122 per cent better off 
in his living than in 1913. -Cost of living drop- 
ped in 1921 and '22 and rose comparatively little 
up to 1926. In 1926 cost of living was only 75 per 
cent higher than in 1913. Thus in 1926, for his 
hour of work the laborer could buy 30.7 per cent 
more than he could in the pre-war days.

TPTASHINGTON—Midway be- 
" ''tween four and five years ago, 
Edwin Denby passed out of the 
spotlight 


He had been one of the most pic- 


turesque figures in the Harding 
cabinet. Son of an American mir. 
Ister to China, he had lived and 
•worked for several years in that 
country. In 1898 he left his law 
practice In Detroit to servo as a 
gunnerte mate in the Spanish 
American War. 


In 1917, having acquired wealth, 


prestige and political honors in his 
city and state, he sneaked away 
from Detroit and modestly enlist- 
ed as a mere private in the ma- 
rines, for World-War service. 


When th« war ended he held the 


rank of major. President Harding 
made him secretary o£ the navy. 
In March, 1924, Denby gave his 
resignation to President Coolidge. 
Popular and political indignation 
had -demanded it because of his 
connection with the Fall-Doheny 
oil scandals.'

OINCE then, for national purposes, 
*^ Denby has been in obscurity. 
Now and then he came into the 
limelight again, briefly, as he trav- 
eled here and there to testify In 
various naval oil reserve cases, but 
f<r.7 men have appeared to drop so 
quickly and completely out of pub- 
lic life.

Those who know Denby say that 


as a citizen of Detroit he is far 
from obscure, that he has a host

which raised §6,000,000, that-he ha« 
since been, an important figure in 
other civic-enterprises and that he 
is still in demand as an orator at 
public gatherings.

The County 


Hospital—Its Need—Its Cost 


Following a brief outline of the pro- 


visions of the hospital law, we will now 
take up the question of cost. The petition 
asks for $150,000 for the building alone. No 
site is named and that matter is leii for 
the hospital trustees to select. If they fail 
to agree with the owner of the 
selected 


site, they report to the Commissioners, 
who then proceed, to condemn. The cost 
jf maintenance is problematical, but a con- 
servative estimate is placed at $12,000 to 
$15,000. per year. 
This for twenty years 


will cost $240,000 to $300,000. 


A Detention Department MUST be es- 


tablished in connection, for the 
detention 


of persons whose insanity is being officially 
inquired into. 
This, with equipment and 


furniture, will cost $10,000. 
A nurse's 


training school and home, if established, 
will cost at least $15,000. 
A tuberculosis 


department will cost another $15,000. 
A 


veterinary-laboratory will call for $10,000, 
or a total of $200,000 for buildings alone. 
The cpst of maintenance will "be startling! 
not • to talk of the interest on our bonded 
indebtedness. 
. Under the law of 1917, the vote on the 
hospital question could be taken at any 
regular election, but as amended in 1927, it 
calls Jor a special election, with two on the 
election board in each precinct, insuring 
a graft proof "honest-to-God" election. 


The tax is limited to two. mills on 
the 


dollar for hospital building, but the law is 
strangely silent as to other buildings. This 
sounds small, but on our present valuation 
would 
yield $1,864,000 in twenty 
yd&rs. 


They tell us that the cost of a hospital will 
oniy be 23 cents on the thousand, when 
any school boy will tell you that $150,000 is 
nearly 33 per cent per thousand of our 
assessment. Be the per cent what it will, ' 
the total of buildings alone which a benevr 
olent board of hospital trustees could build, 
would be hi excess of two hundred thous- 
and dollars, and no maybe about it, as they 
wear neither bridles nor halters by restric- 
tion of law. To this must be added the 
cost of the 
equipment and 
furnishing, 


which at a very conservative -estimate 
would add another $100,000. 


We are assessed at . $46,600,315 and the 


townships . (except Washington) have a 
bonded indebtedness of $420,242. 
The 


books at the Recorder's office show that 
Juring 1927 there were filed and recorded 
1227 mortgages and liens against real es- 
Late in the county last year amounting to 
£2,131,834, and that during that period there 
were 1074 mortgages paid off amounting to 
$1,138,479 on old mortgages. 
Hundreds of 


farms and homes are now mortgaged past 
redemption, and widows in Rushville are 
washing, to prevent foreclosure and evic- 
tion.
